TAX PROGRAM LEADS 
PLANS OF COULIDGE 


INCOMING MESSAGE 


Proposals to Congress 
Outlined on Trip in 
Yellowstone Park. 


FARMER AND FLOOD 
AID ALSO INCLUDED 


Broader Powers Wanted for 
Rail Mergers; To Urge 
Adequate Navy.

Yellowstone National Park, Aug. 24. 

President Coolidge has virtually decid- 
ed upon the recommendations he will 
make to Congress and tax reduction 
will be foremost among them. It is not 
believed that he will recommend anyj 
definite sum the tax payers burden 
should be reduced, but quite likely 
will leave this to Secretary Mellon. 

He will, it is understood, recommend 
an adequate Navy and his fight with 
the Big Navy men will turn on just 
what constitutes an “adequate’’ Navy. 
He is carrying estimates in his annual 
budget for eifnt new cruisers. Indica- 
tions point to an inclination for the 
authorizations of additional cruisers 
but it is not believed he will deal 
with this matter in detail in his mes- 
sage. 

Some kind of farm relief will be 
recommended. Undoubtedly it will not 
contain the McNary Haugen equaliza- 
tion fee. The President came West 
to rid himself of any prejudices he may 
have had at the last session and see 
the problem in the farmers’ light but 
the Jardine proposal recently published 
in a farm publication is believed to be 
the limit to which he will go. This 
proposal is designed to encourage co- 
operative marketing organizations. A 
Federal farm board will be created to 
supervise marketing corporations, 
which would in emergencies, take over 
the surplus crops from the cooperative 
marketing associations. 

Plan of Secretary Jardine. 


As outlined in the farm publication, 
Secretary Jardine’s plan contemplates 
that the farmers or thelr associations 
finance the matter, but a bill brought 
to light out here and purporting to be 
the Agricultural Secretary’s bill would 
have Congress grant a revolving fund 
of $300,000,000, and the Government 
would set up the marketing corpora- 
tion to deal with the cooperative mar- 
keting associations. 

Whether this is a concession by the 
President to the McNary-Haugen men 
or a bogus bill is not known here. 

But it is known that the President 
is just as definitely set against the 
equalization feature as he ever was.

Radicals in Warsaw Try to 
Force Way Into Legation, 
but Are Repulsed. 


Paris, Aug. 24 (A.P.).—Radicals, ap- 

parently determined to keep up the 
Sacco-Vanzetti agitation, made an at- 
tempt to carry out another demonstra- 
tion in Paris tonight. A column of 
300 collided with the police in the 
Boulevard Sebastopol and numerous 
shots were fired. The police quickly 
scattered the mob, however, and orders 
were issued for increased vigilance of 
the patrols. 
- At Nancy laborites sought to form 
@ protest parade, but were dispersed 
by mounted gendarmes, who charged 
down upon them. Store windows were 
broken and slight injuries were in- 
flicted in the scuffles. 

Last night’s disturbances, which 
caused considerable property damage, 
are regarded in police circles as the 
work of criminals bent on stealing, in- 
stead of the activity of ordinary. work- 
ingmen. Prefect of Police Chiappe 
said that had the authorities been cer- 
tain that the protest manifestation 
would be confined within the limits of 
the labor organizations, they would 
have permitted the parade, but as- 
serted that these manifestations al- 
ways Offer a pretext to highwaymen 
and thieves to ply their activities. 


Battles in Brussels. 


Brussels, Belgium, Aug. 24 (A.P.).— 
Two thousand manifestants issuing 
from a protest meeting organized by 
the Sacco-Vanzetti committee, descend- 
ed on the center of the city tonight. 
Mounted. police charged them with 
drawn swords and temporarily dis- 
persed the assemblage. Mobs, how- 
ever, repeatedly gathered at various 
places, keeping the police. busy until 
midnight. 

Berlin, Aug. 24 (A.P.).—wWith a lull 
today in the manifestations over the 
Sacco-Vanzetti executions, reports from 
various sections of Germany indicated 
that no serious clashes occurred any- 
where except at Leipzig.

NUMORED BETWEEN 
BRITAIN AND JAPAN 


Understanding Reached 
on Future Policy, Report 
Here Declares. 


BOTH HOLD FAILURE 
AT GENEVA SERIOUS 


Abrogated Alliance May Be 
' Used as Club on U. S. 
at 1931 Parley. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

Word has reached, State Department 
Officials here from trustworthy sources 
that Great Britain and Japan came to 
& mutually satisfactory secret under- 
standing respecting future naval su- 
premacy when it at last became appar- 
ent that the United States would not 
accept the British program at the re- 
cent Geneva conference to limit naval 
armaments. 

The gist of the secret understanding 
is not divulged and it is doubtful if 
much definite information on that 
score is available to anyone connected 
with the United States Government. 
It is virtually certain that British, 
Japanese and American officials will 
diplomatically deny knowledge that 
even an inkling of a secret understand- 
ing has reached their ears. But the 
fact remains that information respect- 
ing the secret understanding has 
reached officials here and is being dis- 
cussed behind closed doors with a view 
to weighing possible consequences. 

Apparently, the advance discussions 
between British and Japanese represen- - 
tatives have had reference to reviving 
the Anglo-Japanese alliance, concluded 
in 1911, and which ‘terminated at the 
insistence of the American delegation 
when the Washington conference of 
1921-22 brought forth the sd-called 
four-power pact relating to insular 
possessions and insular dominions in 
the Pacific of the British Empire, 
France, Japan and the United States, 
the four signatory powers. 


Sent to Doom by Hughes. 


The Anglo-Japanese alliance, which 
assured Anglo-Japanese domination of 
the seas, was sent to its doom at the 
Washington Conference because Charles 
Evans Hughes, head of the American 
delegation, made it clear from the 
start that America would sign no 
treaties of any character whatsoever 
unless and until this alliance was 
scheduled for the scrap-heap. 

The sacrifices which America offered 
to make in capital ships, the abandon- 
ment of America’s projected building 
program, and the other disadvantages 
which the United States seemed willing 
to accept, were all predicated upon the 
scrapping of the Anglo-Japanese alli- 
ance. 

“I want to get rid of that alliance at 
any reasonable cost,” Mr. Hughes is 
known to have stated with great em- 
phasis at the time. He, as well as oth- 
ers, saw a real menace to the United 
States in the alliance, and he felt the 
time was ripe to strike with all the 
force at his command to eradicate it. 
He finally succeeded and the four-power 
pact, signed December 13, 1921, contains 
the following language in Article IV: 

“This treaty shall be ratified as soon 
as possible in accordance with the con- 
stitutional methods of the high con- 
tracting parties, and shall take effect 
on the deposit of ratifications, which 
shall take place at Washington, and 
thereupon the agreement between Great - 
Britain and Japan, which was concluded 
at London on July 13, 1911, shall ter- 
minate.”’ 


Signed in February, 1922. 


The five-power naval treaty was not 
signed until February 6, 1922. The 
American delegation, under the leader- 
ship of Harding and Hughes, insisted 
upon having the arrangements com- 
pleted for the burial of the Anglo- 
Japanese alliance before they agreed to 
arms limitation terms. 

Both the British and Japanese,: of 
course, knew that America was making 
sacrifices to scrap the Anglo-Japanese 
alliance. ‘There were storms of protest 
at Tokyo and some of the British naval 
experts looked askance at the plan, 
but there was no alternative excepting 
the failure of the conference. How- 
ever, the British and Japanese were 
well aware of the fact that the alliance 
formed the most valuable asset they 
had for trading purposes, 

The four-power pact expires ten years 
from the date it took effect and; ac- 
cording to artlce 3, “after the expira- 
tion of said period it shall continue to 
be in force subject to the right of any 
of the high contracting parties toter- 
minate it upon twelve months’ notice,” 
So long as this pact remains in ef- 
fect the Anglo-Japanese alliance is def- 
initely out of the picture. But there 
is nothing to prevent Great Britain 
or Japan from terminatifig the four- 
power pact—or threatening its termina- 
tion—when the naval powers meet in 
1931. And, at the same time, the 
threat of the Anglo-Japanese alliance 
was |automatically looms on the interna- 
tional horizon. & 

Traded for Four-Power_ Pact.

Project’s Advocates Cite 
Cheaper Electricity and Stim- 
ulation of Prosperity.

Harpers Ferry, W. Va., Aug. 24.—The 
proposal to deevlop the water power of 
the Potomac River and its tributaries 


rand thus supply hydroelectric energy 
to Washington, Baltimore and other 
points in Maryland, Virginia and West 
Virginia, was both praised and con- 
demned at a public hearing held in the 
high school auditorium here today. 

Critics of the power scheme declared 
that the storage dams would inundate 
scores of cemeteries and hundreds of 
acres Of valuable farm land, that it 
would destroy the beauty of park lands 
at Great Falls, that it might industrial- 
iez Washington, and that there was no 
necessity for it. One critic even sug- 
gested that enemy airplanes might 
bomb the dams and thus cause a flood 
to rush down upon the Capital. 

Advocates of the enterprise denied 
most of these charges and declared the 
project would mean cheaper electricity 
and would stimulate prosperity. There 
is not intention of trying to make ‘a 
factory city of Washington, sponsors of 
the plan said, and they also denied 
there would be any great destruction of 
the natural beauty of Great Falls. 


Another Hearing Tomorrow: 


The hearing was conducted by Maj. 
Brehon Somervell, Army engineer of- 
ficer in charge of the Washington 
district, so as to give everybody in this 
region a,chance to comment on the 
application of the Potomac River 
Corporation for a temporary permit 
looking to development of the Poto- 
mac’s water power. 

Another public hearing will be held 
in the Interior Department auditorium | 
in Washington tomorrow at 1 p. m. 

Harpers Ferry, at which would be 
located one of the power dams if the 
project went through, is at the junc- 
ture of three States. At the hearing 
there were 200 citizens from these 
three States and from the District of 
Columbia. 

In one sense, the Potomac River 
Corporation was on trial, and although 
there were both prosecution and de- 
fense witnesses, the former undoubt- 
edly made the most noise. 

Brig. Gen. Charles Keller, former 
Engineer Commissioner of the District, 
was one of two men who did most of 
the talking for the Potomac River Cor- 
poration. He now is vice president of 
the Byllesby Engineering Co., of Cnhi- 
cago, which has a heavy interest i 
tne Potomac River Corporation. THe 
other man was Robert J. Bulkley, presi- 


Wosnan Questions General, 


Gen. Keller scarcely had finished 
Outlining the power project when he 
was submitted to lengthy grilling by 
Miss Evelyn K. Southworth, of 1645 
Thirty-first street northwest, Washing- 
ton. She is opposed to the project be- 
cause, she says, the power dam planned 
for Great Falls would destroy much of 
the natural beauty of that region. 

Miss Southworth wanted to know if 
the project would result in cheaper 
power. Gen. Keller replied that the 
corporation would not undertake the 
development unless it believed it could 
produce cheaper power. 

She then asked him if the plans 
would result in the industrialization 
of Washington. He.replied in the nega- 
tive. Washington never will be a fac- 
tory city, he said, because capitalists 
have no desire to invest their money 
in manufactory enterprises there. He 
said they preferred to invest their 
money in places like Baltimore, where 
factories already have been successful, 
and he added that the power corpor- 
ation hoped to sell most of its hydro- | 
electric energy in such places. 


$110,000 Already Spent. 


Gen. Keller and Mr. Bulkley declared 
the project would cost about $60,000,- 
000, and they revealed that $110,000 al- 
ready has been spent on plans ‘and 
survey work. It was Constant South- 
worth, brother of Miss Southworth, 
who suggested the danger of enemy 
airplanes bombing the power dam. He 
also declared there was danger of the 
dam -breaking in peace time. Com- 
menting on this, Mr. Bulkley asked 
Southworth if he would stop bdilding 
trains simply because one train got 
wrecked. ° 

A small flood of petitions poured on 
to the desk of Maj. Somervell at the 
hearing. Some of them praised the pro- 
ject and some denounced. Mrs. Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt, wife of the former 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy, said 
she was afraid. the power project would 
spoil plans for a park at Great Falls. 
Among, the petitions of praise were 
many from business organizations in 
Maryland, Virginia and West Virginia. 


Most of the criticism voiced at the |. 


meeting came from citizens living near 
places where it is proposed to build 
large storage dams—Charles Town, W. 
Va.; Broadway, Va.; Romney, W. Va., 
and Berkley Springs, Va. 


Cemeteries Would Be Submerged. 


J. A. Garber, of Brocks Gap, declared 
the storage dam planned to be built 
near that place would submerge 35 cemy 
eteries and a vast area of farm land, all, 
he said, for the benefit of power con- 
sumers hundreds of miles away. 

John Lehman, of the Romney

New York, Aug. 24 (A.P.),—Almost 
ideal weather for flying to Europe was 
forecast for tonight and tomorrow from 
mid-ocean eastward, but storms of great 
intensity nearer America made it im- 
possible for any plane to get to mid- 
ocean to take advantage of the good 
weather. 

James Kimball, of the Weather 
Bureau, said that a storm of gale 
force with conflicting winds and vio- 
lent thunder squalls near the center 
was about 130 miles south of Nan- 
tucket this morning and was moving 
northeastward. 

“The storm will move rapidly,” he 
said, “and will continue a menace to 
transatlantic fliers for 36 hours (from 
noon today), perhaps longer, over the 
western half of the ocean.” 

Old Glory, the only American plane 
completely ready for an ocean flight, 
remained in its hangar at Curtiss Field 
| today, while the rain-soaked runway at 
Roosevelt Field dried out under a stiff 
breeze and warm sun and the pilots 
hoped that passage of the present 
storm might clear the ocean air lane 
by Friday. 

Detroit, Aug. 24 (A.P.).—‘Duke” 
Schiller, who will pilot Phil Wood, of 
Detroit, on a projected nonstop flight 
from Windsor, Canada, to Windsor, 
England, starting Wednesday of next 
week, took off at 10:10 a. m. today for 
Curtiss Field, N. Y., where tests will 
be made of the instruments in his 
Stinson-Detroiter monoplane. Schiller 
expected to make the trip in six hours. 

Curtiss Field, Aug. 24 (A.P.).—En- 
sign Stephen Edwerds, U. S. N., as 
radio operator, will be the third mem- 
ber of th> crew of the Ville de Paris, 
the plane in which Capt. Rene Fonck 
hopes to make a transatlantic hop, it 
was said today. 

The navigator will be Lieut. Law- 
rence W. Curtin, who escaped unin- 
jured when Fonck’s plane crashed in 
flames, killing two men, in an 4t- 
tempted take-off for Paris last year.

Fonck said. 


Redfern May Start Today. 


Brunswick, Ga., Aug. 24 (A.P.).— 
Clearing weather tonight gave Paul 
Redfern, pilot of the Port of Brunswick 
monoplane, hopes that he could be off 
tomorrow on his projected’ flight to 
Brazil. 

The young flier, advised by Paul V. 
Varner, chairman of the flight com- 
mittee that the start probably could be 
made tomorrow, today made final prep- 
arations for his salo voyage on which 
he hopes to set new world’s records 
for endurance and distance flights. 

The fuel tanks of the Stinson-De- 
troiter monoplane were filled today and 
the safety apparatus packed carefully 
in case of an emergency that might 
arise on the 4,600-mile flight over sea 
and jungle to Rio de Janeiro, his ob- 
jective. The gasoline tanks, behind the 
engine and in the tail and wings of the 
plane, have a capacity of 550 gallons. 

The hurricane which swept across the 
Caribbean sea was in the North At- 
lantic tonight far above his course 
and weather conditions were clearing 
rapidly, according to reports received 
from Washington.

Ocean Flier Takes Bokanow- 
ski Up in Gale in Effort to 
Keep Toronto Date. 


DESCEND AT BUFFALO; 
TO REMAIN OVERNIGHT 


Adventure; Decorated Five 
Times in War. 


Buffalo, N. Y., Aug. 24 (A.P.).—High 
winds, apparently the tail-end of a hur- 
ricane that has whipped the eastern 
seaboard for two days, tonight forced 
Maurice Bokanowski, French minister 
of aviation, and Commander Richard E. 
Byrd to abandon an air trip from New 
York to Toronto. They decided to re- 
main here overnight. 

The Ford-Stout trimotor airplane, 
carrying the French minister and his 
American aviator host, landed at the 
Buffalo airport shortly after 9 o'clock, 
Eastern daylight time, after having 
been nearly an hour overdue on its hop 
from Ithaca. 

Ithaca, N. Y., Aug. 24 (A.P.).—Maurice 
Bokanowski, French minister of avia- 
tion, accompanied by Commander 
Richard E. Byrd, took off from the 
Thomas-Morse airport here at 7:15 p. 
m., Eastern daylight time, tonight, on 
his way to Toronto, Ontario. M. Bo- 
kanowski, making the trip in a Ford- 
Stout trimotored plane, was here about 
15 minutes while the ship was being 
refueled. 

Commander Byrd reported here that 
strong winds were encountered through- 
out the trip from Mitchel Field, but 
that the trip had been pleasant. 


Sought to Keep Engagement. 


New York, Aug. 24 (A.P.).—As the 
guest of Commander Richard E. Byrd. 
the French minister of aviation, who 
was host to the American fliers in 
France, was given a taste today of the 
weather the commander encountered on 
his transatlantic flight.

From the local naval communica- 
tions office came word that charts 
were being scrutinized closely. If a 
likely unexplored area is discovered, the 
Navy may alter its orders to terminate 
the search tomorrow night.

B. C. Kilgore, of North Carolina, chair- 
man of the board of the American Cot- 
ton Growers Exchange, representing co- 
operative associations in twelve States. 

The McNary-Haugen farm relief bill 
came in for strong support in the con- 
ference discussion. 

“The progress that has been made 
toward political cooperation of the West 
and South toward a fair and construc- 
tive policy is the result of little more 
than two years effort,” said Mr. Peek. 
“It requires no prophetic vision to fore- 
cast the score and permanence which 
it will achieve in the future.” 

“There will be an equalization fee in 
the next Congress or an equalization 
fight in the next campaign,” he said. 


Farmers Deserve More, Is View. 


Mr. Wallace, in urging cooperation, 
said that farmers were not getting their 
fair share of the national income, part- 
ly because of governmental action fa- 
voring other classes. It was high time, 
he said, that agriculturists of the 
South and West got together.in @ po- 
litical way, cooperating at times with 
Eastern labor, to hold in check the 
rapid exploitation of natural resources 
and industrialization of the country. 

“The farmers have seen the govern- 
ment give labor the Adamson act, the 
railroads a Cummins-Esch act and in- 
dustry a Fordney-McCumber tariff act. 
They saw President Coolidge veto the 
McNary-Haugen bill the same week he 
signed the bank bill and raised the 
tariff on pig iron 50 per cent. These 
are an adequate background for political 
unrest among farmers,” Wallace said. 

The unnatural alliance under Re- 
publicanism, Wallace continued, be- 
tween Western farmers and industrial- 
ists provoked by the Civil War is loosen- 
ing. Most of the farmers, he said, would 
be Democrats today had it not been 
for the Civil War and “if the Democratic 
party would revive in modern form its 
ancient traditions and cease to be mere- 
v a solid South plus Tammany, it might 
within the next ten years put the Re- 
publican party on the defensive.”

Berlin, Aug. 24 (A.P.).—Berliners, ac- 
customed to portly and ofttimes im- 
perious officials, beheld trim and dap- 
per James A. Walker, Mayor of New 
York, today with gasps of astonish- 
ment. 

The average German mayor is beard- 
ed, portly, stiff-backed and stern, or 
the Prussian type, with unbending dig- 


nity, gold-rimmed spectacles and aus- 
tere mien. Consequently the spectators 
gazed at Mayor Walker with undis- 
guised awe. They marveled at the 
youthful appearance and smart clothes 
of this executive head of a city of 
6,000,000 souls 

When he marched up the steps at 
City Hall to meet Burgomaster Boess, 
Mayor Walker smiled amiably, bowed 
and otherwise deported himself with 
ease and grace. Those who beheld the 
first handclasp of the two mayors were 
struck with the contrast of the youth- 
ful air and jauntiness of Mayor Walker 
with the tallness, the bulkiness and 
the official decorum of Burgomaster 
Boess, who carries on his face a souve- 
nir of student days, a crimson saber 
scar. 

Berlin’s Lord Mayor, however, dis- 
played a keen sense of humor, and the 
two got on famously, addressing each 
other in a queer mixture of English 
and German spoken with an animation 
that revealed their feelings. 

Mayor Walker was not disturbed by 
the political controversy over the 
question of whether the flag of the 
German Republic shall fly above the 
Hotel Kaiserhof tomorrow night when 
the mayor is to be the guest of the 
American Club at a banquet there. 

Burgomaster Boess has declared his 
intention of not accepting an invita-

Difficulty Met in Finding Place 
for Sacco and Vanzetti 
Lying in State. 


FUNERAL PROCESSION 


on Sunday; Religious 
Rites Abandoned. 


Boston, Aug. 24 (A.P.).—The bodies 
of Nicola Sacco and Bartolomeo Van- 
zetti will lie in state at a funeral par- 
lor in the North End Italian section 
from tomorrow afternoon until Sunday, 
the Sacco-Vanzetti defense committec 
announced tonight. Sunday afternoon 
a funeral parade will march through 
the downtown streets and past the 
Statehouse to Boston Common, where 
caskets wlil be placed in automobiles 
and the bodies taken to Forest Hills 
Cemetery for cremation. 

Extension of a city ordinance requlr- 
ing burial within four days of death 
was granted by city health authorities 
late today, otherwise the funeral must 
have been held before midnight Friday, 
96 hours after the men were executed 
at Charlestown for murder. 

Plans to have the bodies lie in state 
until time for cremation, met several 
setbacks today when the proprietors of 
several North End halls refused to lend 
their buildings for the purpose. The 
owners of the buildings housing the 
defense committee went so far as to 
nail a 2x4 joist upright in the doorway 
to prevent the passage of any casket 
into the building. 


Religious Equipment Removed. 


The funeral director solved a two- 
fold problem by offering the use of 
part of his establishment and agreeing 
to remove from the presence of the two 
men in death the religious appurte- 
nances which in life they scorned. Both 
died last Tuesday morning firm in their 
refusal to reembrace the Catholic re- 
ligion of their chlidhood. 

Mrs. Sacco, Miss Luigia Vanzetti, 
sister of Bartolomeo, and a few others 
are expected to ride in automobiles in 
the funeral parade. 

Miss Vanzetti has announced that 
she will return the ashes of her brother 
to his native soil, possibly passing 
through London, Paris and _ other 
European cities en route. Disposition 
of Sacco’s remains rests with his widow, 
whose plans have not yet been an- 
nounced. 


Past Defense Headquarters. 


The route of the parade will lie past 
the doors of the Sacco Vanzetti de- 
fense committee on Hanover street, 
whence the seven-year legal fight to 
save the men from the chair was di- 
rected; past the statehouse on Beacon 
Hill, where nearly 200 “silent protest” 
picketers were arrested in the closing 
days of the case; and finally to the 
Charles street mall of the Common— 
“Soap Box Row’’—where radicals from 
all corners of the earth have propounded 
their theories to Sunday afternoon 
crowds and where the defense commit- 
tee in the closing weeks of their strug- 
gle tried unsuccessfully against the 
police to “put this case before the 
people.” 

Several hundred persons crowded 
about Joseph A. Lavogne’s undertak- 
ing rooms in the North End today in 
the erroneous belief that the bodies 
of Sacco and Vanzetti had arrived 
there. The attempt of the undertaker’s 
assistants to place a casket in a hearse 
added to the excitement, and the lone 
officer guarding the establishment was 
forced to summon additional men to 
keep the crowd in order.

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ONCE WEALTHY SON 
OF NOVELIST FOUND 
DEAD IN POVERTY 


Murray Roe Inherited Million 
From E. P. Roe, but Lost 
It in South America. 


HE HIMSELF WON FAME 
BY ENGINEERING FEATS 


Divorce Followed Fashionable 
Wedding and He Dropped 
to Menial Position. 


New York, Aug. 24 (A.P.).—Murray 
Roe, designer of the Riverside Drive, Via- 
duct above Grant’s Tomb and once 
wealthy son ‘of the Rev. E. «. Roe, the 
novelist, was found dead today in Cent- 
ral Park, clad in cheap clothing and 
with only a watch, & little more than 
$11 and some letters in his pockets. 

Before physicians established that his 
death apparently was due to asthma, 
police uncovered the remarkable life 
history of the man who inherited fame 
and fortune from his father, added to 
his laurels by his engineering achieve- 
ments and then dropped to the position 
of porter at the Palace Theater on 
Broadway. 

The police also learned that Roe, a 
college man, had worked himself up 
from porter to the position of head 
usher at the theater, despite ill health 
and such poverty that he could not af- 
ford treatment. 

When the elder Roe died in 1894 his 
books were still selling at the rate of 
100,000 a year and it was said the son 
inherited more than $1,000,000. The 
younger Roe first gained prominence 
ir. 1901 when he was appointed consult- 
ing engineer on the Riverside drive proj- 
ect, with a fee of about $75,000. His 
marriage to Miss Frances Doniphan 
Thornton in 1905 was attended by a 
throng of prominent persons. 

A year later word came from Cali- 
fornia that his wife had obtained a 
divorce on the grounds of incompati- 
bility. Later it was said he went to 
South America and lost his fortune. 
When he returned to New York in 1913 
he was offered the post of porter at 
the Palace Theater and he accepted 
without hesitation. 

A policeman found the body propped 
between the rocks in Central Park. 
Friends said they believed an attack of 
astham had caused Roe to go to the 
park for the cool air and that he had 
propped himself up because his condi- 
tion made it impossible for him to sleep 
lying down.

$2,000,000 GIFT IS DENIED 


New York, Aug. 24 (A.P.).—The 
bankruptcy suit of Rita H. d’Acosta 
Lydig, society leader and former wife 
of the late W. E. D. Stokes, was settled 


today when Judge Winslow confirmed 
the creditors’ compromise of 40 per 
cent. The amount involved was about 
$50,000, according to Walter Ernst, at- 
torney for Mrs. Lydig, and C. C. Par- 
met, who appeared for the trustee in 
bankruptcy. 

The case had been pending for sev- 
eral months. All the testimony had 
been heard before a referee. The set- 
tlement of 40 cents on the dollar was 
accepted by all the creditors. When 
the case was called in court today 
both attorneys declared there was no 
opposition and a perfunctory an- 
nouncement of confirmation by the 
clerk closed the case. 

Mrs. Lydig filed a voluntary petition 
in bankruptcy on April 6 last. She 
listed her liabilities at $93,055 and 
mentioned assets of clothing, furniture 
and sundries not evaluated. 

In the bankruptcy proceedings she 
denied that she had received $2,000,000 
from the late Mr. Stokes for returning 
their son to him after their divorce. 
She said that several years illness which 
had prevented her taking proper care 
of her affairs had led to her bank- 
ruptcy.

Frank Tuley, hotel clerk, told a cor- 
oner’s jury today at the opening of an 
inquest into Mrs. Hill’s death that 
young Hill lived at the hotel about two 
weeks. Mrs. Hill had not been seen 
for three weeks before her body was 
discovered. 

Alice Sawyer, young Hill’s 20-year- 
old sweetheart, told the coroner’s jury 
that Harry was with her last Sunday 
night, just 24 hours before the body 
was found, and that he was as usual, 
happy and care free. 

“He was going to call me tomorrow 
from Chicago and arrange for mother 
and me to meet him there Friday,” 
she said. 


Known as “The Fish.” 
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The authorities think the circum- 
stances indict young Hill, known to 
some in Streator as “‘the fish,” because 
of his continued losses at gambling. 
A warrant charging him with murder 
was obtained today by William Rabb, 
chief of police, and Russell Hansen, 
State’s attorney, said he obtained a 
warrant for murder. 

Hill’s movements have been traced 
by officers until yesterday morning, 
when he dropped out of sight in Chi- 
cago after spending the night with a 
friend. 

Because of the several checks that 
Harry had drawn on his mother’s ac- 
count bankers had complained to his 
father, Dr. H. C. Hill, prominent oculist 
who had lived apart from his wife for 
several years.

If Mrs. Hill had been killed on the 
first or second floors of the house and 
dragged tothe cellar there would be left 
some evidence, authorities say.

RECORD RAIN FLOODS 
NEW ENGLAND CITIES 


Worcester, Springfield and 
Providence Are Hard Hit by 


Torrential Downpour. 


Boston, Aug. 24 (A.P.).—Rain, which 
in some localities was the heaviest in 
several years, flooded Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island today and extensive 
damage was done.

MAJ. GEN. WEIGEL, 64, 
WIEL RETIRE TODAY 


Was Decorated for 


War Service. 


Maj. Gen. William Weigel, U. S. A., 
who has had 44 years of service, will 
retire today, reaching the age of 64 
years. 

Gen. Weigel, who was awarded the 
distinguished service medal for service 
during the World War, commanded the 
156th Depot Brigade, Seventy-sixth 
Division, at the outbreak of the war 
and went to France as a major gen- 
eral to command the Fifty-sixth In- 
fantry Brigade and the Eighty-eighth 
Division. 

He was cited for bravery three times 
by the French government, which 
awarded him the croix de guerre and 
the legion of honor. Since the war he 
had commanded the Seventeenth In- 
fantry at Camp Meade, Md., and had 
been chief of st of the Second Corps 
Area at New York and commander of 
the Philippine Division at Manila. He 
was born in New Brunswick, N. J., and 
was graduated from West Point in 1887. 
He fought in the Indian campaigns, 
the Spanish-American War and the 
Philippine insurrection. He has been a 
permanent major general since 1924.

3 KILLED. MANY FAINT 
AT ZAGLOUL FUNERAL 


Fall of Balcony in Cairo Fatal 
to Spectators; Heat Is

Cairo, Egypt, Aug. 24 (A.P.).—Three 
spectators were killed in the fall of a 
balcony and many heat prostrations 
occurred during the procession today 
that was part of the funeral cere- 
monies for Zagloul Pasha, nationalist 
leader and president of the Egyptian 
Chamber of Deputies, who died yester- 
day. Thousands along the line of 
march witnessed the procession that 
lasted for 1 hour and 20 minutes.

ON 2 BY-ELECTIONS 


Fate of Cosgrave Regime in. 
the Balance; Dail May Be 
Called at Once. 


Dublin, Aug. 24 (A. P.).—The fate of 
the Cosgrave government was at stake 
in two-byelections in Dublin City 
and County today. The result of the 
elections will not be known until late 
tomorrow. But, whatever it is, it ap- 
pears that a general election can not 
long be avoided. 

If the government is beaten in both 
constituencies where the elections were 
necessary to fill vacancies caused by 
the recent assassination of Kevin 
O'Higgins and the death of Countess 
Markievicz, it will have a minority in 
the Dail Eireann. In that event, Presi- 
dent Cosgrave has announced his in- 
tention of calling the Dail to decide 
what it will do, rather than wait until 
October 11, the date fixed for reassem- 
bly after the government won out by 
a single vote margin on a vote of non- 
confidence on August 16. 

The political storm which led to the 
introduction of a motion of nonconfi- 
dence in the Dail Eireann was brought 
on by the decision of the 45 Fianna 
Fail Republicans, led by Eamon de 
Valera, to take the oath of allegiance 
and tneir seats in the Dail.

If 
this-can be accomplished and if the plan should 
prove acceptable it is assumed that the Presi- 
dert may call an extra session of Congress in 
| order to expedite adoption of the plan. 

The Corps of Engineers is on its mettle. 
Criticism of the levee system as developed by 
thee engineers has spurred them on, and they 
are’fetermined to work out a plan that will 
prové effective in controlling the Mississippi. 

Civil engineers of first-rate ability and long 
experience are disposed to be skeptical on the 
subject of early control of the Mississippi. 
Some of them are convinced that at least ten 
years will be required in studies and assimila- 
tion of vital factors. before a plan can be 
evolved that will insure the country against 
a repetition of the recent floods. They point 
to the immense areas to be protected, to the 
systems of rivers that must be placed under 
control, and the storage, canalization and out- 
let »projects that must be interrelated before 
a general plan can be devised. 

‘Bhese engineers are apprehensive of too 
eardy action, rather than belated action, in 
attempting to control the Mississippi. They 
fear that the Corps of Engineers will be sv 
intent upon presenting a plan to Congress next 
December that absolutely necessary prelimi- 
nary work will be neglected, with consequent 
failure to achieve the great object after mil- 
liows of dollars have been expended. The 
public demand for flood control is likely to 
result in hasty action by Congress, in their 
opinion. 

In this connection it is noted that move- 
ments are already on foot in various parts of 
thes Mississippi Valley to organize blocs of 
representatives in Congress for the purpose of 
foreing through sectional projects along with 
the Mississippi flood-control project. Log- 
roling on an unprecedented scale seems to 
be ‘fn sight. Many States are interested in 
projects having little or nothing to do with 
Mississippi River control, and they are de- 
termined to secure adoption of their projects 
as the price of their support of the Mississippi 
project. If these blocs should form a combine 
it is evident that any plan sponsored by the 
Conps of Engineers and approved by the Presi- 
dent would be speedily adopted, and any op- 
position based upon a plea for more thorough 
study would be thrust aside. 

When it is remembered that the plans for 
building the Panama Canal were revised sev- 
eral times, over many years, and that Missis- 
sippi flood control is equivalent to the build- 
iIng“of three or four Panama Canals, it does 
seem to the layman that the Corps of Engi- 
meers is ambitious indeed in striving to present 
o thoroughly digested plan after less than six 
months’ study.

PLENTY OF JUDGES. 


The legislativeé committee of the New York 
State Bar Association has a representative in 
London who is carefully scanning British 
court methods with a view to recommending 
a remedy for congestion in the courts of New 
York City. 

Because of the court congestion throughout 
the country appeals are constantly made to 
Congress and the State legislatures to in- 
crease the number of judges, on the plea that 
such an increase in personnel will facilitate 
the clearance of the docket. 

Edward H. Wilson, who is the representa- 
tive of the New York Bar Association now in 
London, finds that it is the procedure of the 
American courts rather than the lack of suf- 
ficient judges that is responsible for condi- 
tions. In a letter to the chairman of the com- 
mittee which Mr. Wilson represents he points 
out that England, with a population of 38,000,- 
000, has less than a third of the number of 
judges of New York State, with only 12,000,- 
000 people to serve. British judges are able 
to dispose of the business of the courts with 
none of the delays that are so manifest on 
this side of the water, particularly in New 
York. 

Mr. Hall explains that in the British courts 
the trivial cases are weeded out and are not 
allowed to “clutter up the calendar with de- 
lays which too often are engineered for the 
purpose of forcing compromises.” 

It would appear that the bar association has 
obtained through its representative suggestions 
for the betterment of the practice of law on this 
side of the Atlantic which should materially 
aid the association in framing legislation for 
submission to the State legislature. Whether 
the legislature will be guided by the recom- 
mendations is open to doubt. Delays in final 
judgments are so profitable that “speeding up’”’ 
would be blocked, if possible, by many mem- 
bers of the bar. 


KURT ODENHEIMER. 

Kurt Odenheimer, German World War vei- 
eran, started out three weeks ago to swim 
the Mississippi from St. Louis to New Orleans. 
The reason for the trip never was quite clear, 
except that probably the adventurer expected to

obtain therefrom considerable publicity. 
he placed behind him many miles of 
effort, finally reaching Memphis, 440 miles 
from his starting point. 

Much else has been occupying the attention 
of the daily press, however, and Odenheimer 
discovered that he was not obtaining front-page 
prominence to any degree commensurate with 
the effort expended. In addition, he began to 
realize that in order to compensate for the 
energy expended in swimming, three square 
meals a day were necessary. Just as glory was 
lacking in the undertaking, financial veturns 
were not up to expectation, so Kurt decided 
that he would have to find a job. ‘‘I want work, 
and I want to learn to be a pilot,’”’ he told the 
officer in charge of the Government dredge 
fleet. “‘Go to it,’’ was the reply, and Kurt is 
now a deckhand on the steamer Inspector. 

Thus failed the boy’s dream of becoming a 
national figure. Had he finished his swim he 
might have had the opportunity to strut before 
the vaudeville footlights, or have hig likeness 
cast upon the silver screen. Maybe a newspaper 
here and there would have purchased articles 
on swimming bearing his signature. ‘‘Fame,”’ 
however, would have been transitory, for ne 
would have accomplished exactly nothing of 
any value whatsoever in swimming from St. 
Louis to New Orleans. 

The boy has made a wise move. by abandon- 
ing his dream and getting a job. He hag ob- 
tained the right to watch experts engaged in 
their daily tasks, the right to study and to 
learn—to become in time an even more able 
pilot than the one under whom he now serves 
his apprenticeship. He is on solid ground, not 
floating on uncertainties. . 


ABOUT BRIDGES. 


So much attention has been directed to long- 
distance flights since the pioneer journey of 
Col. Lindbergh across the Atlantic that little 
attention has been paid to the more prosaic 
subject of bridging roads on the earth’s sur- 
face. 

Yet within the last few months there have 
been opened to traffic a number of bridges 
across the great rivers of the country, any one 
of which would afford an interesting topic 
for newspaper readers. Besides, other bridges 
in course of construction will have important 
influences alike on the growth of suburban 
population and on the business of the cities 
which they serve. Among the latter is the 
Arlington Memorial Bridge, the piers of which 
are now rising,’ which will add greatly to the 
welfare of Virginia’and the Capital. Another 
great work of this character is the vehicular 


bridge between Manhattan and New Jersey, - 


just being started, which, together with the 
Holland tunnel] to be formally opened to vehi- 
cles on October 12, will shorten the time for 
automobiles to enter and leave the City of New 
York by more than.half an hour. 

Within the last year, too, three great toll 
bridges have been opened to traffic One of 
these is the -Philadelphia-Camden Bridg:, 
which it was thought would be a heavy bur- 
den upon the States concerned in its building, 
yet the earnings for the first year exceeded 
the estimates of returns by 40 per cent. 4 The 
Bear Mountain Bridge across the Hudson re- 
ported earnings of $515,000 in its first year, 
‘against operating and maintenance expenses 
of only $60,000. 

Lastly, there is the Peace Bridge connecting 
the City of Buffalo with Fort Erie, in Canada. 
This was opened to traffic June 1, and the 
daily average of cars using the bridge numbers 
800, producing a gross revenue 
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greater than was estimated. At this rate the 
receipts will have paid for the bridge ten years 
sooner than was expected. Then the tolls 
will be abolished. 


CURRICULA OF CITY SCHOOLS. 


The Federal Bureau of Education appears 
to be greatly worried over the failure of the 
school authorities in most of the cities to re- 
organize their schemes of elementary educa- 
tion in accordance with the suggestions of the 
bureau. Based upon conditions found to exist 
in 390 cities of 10,000 or more population, 
the conclusion is reached that ‘“‘the problem of 
reorganizing the curricula is becoming more 
important as greater knowledge is gained of 
the needs of the individual child.”’ 

The bureau has reached the conclusion that a 
“curriculum prepared a few years ago no 
longer meets the needs of city life.” This 
conclusion is the result of the survey con- 
ducted by W. S. Diffenbaugh, chief of the 
city school division of the bureau. He finds 
that although there is great interest in curric- 
ulum revision, not every city has made 
changes, except possibly by the adoption of 
new textbooks. Of the 390 cities that have 
responded to the questionnaire sent out by 
the bureau, only 175 have made revisions, or 
are in the process of making revisions of their 
mode of teaching. 

It is doubtless true that the methods in use 
by Dr. Squeers at Dotheboys,Hall are unfitted 
for this day and generation, and the methods 
in vogue in the little red schoolhouses of 
Civil War days are obsolete even in the ‘“‘dees- 
trict’”’ schools, but it is scarcely probable that 
the attempt of the Bureau of Education to 
bring about revision of the curricula will be 


j effective unless some better plan shall be 


adopted thdn that’ which requires the careful 
study of the thirty-odd ‘‘year books” to which 
reference is made in Mr. Diffenbaugh’s val- 
uable report. 


ANGLO-AMERICAN RADIO, 


Plans are in the making for the regular 
exchange of English and American broadcast- 
ing programs, starting some time within a 
year. Leadership in the project apparently 
is being taken by officials of the British 
Broadcasting Co., the chief engineer of which 
will arrive in New York next month to confer 
with officials of the National Broadcasting Co. 
The latter controls and operates stations 
WEAF and WJZ, around each of which has 
been built up a chain of stations extending 
alnrost from coast to coast. 

Transoceanic broadcasting has taken tre- 
mendous forward strides in the recent past. 
No longer is it in the least unusual for Euro- 


| pean listeners to pick up programs originat- 
| ing in the United States, and many American 


radio fans operating powerful receiving sta- 
tions in seaboard cities are not having great 
difficulty receiving programs broadcast in 
Europe. The fact that radio engineers are 
ready at this time to attempt regular exchange 
of programs for rebroadcasting purposes, how- 
ever, was not well known, and it comes as 
somewhat of a surprise to know that long- 
distance radio program transmission has been 
so finely developed 

Exchange of programs between two great 
nations will have a most wholesome effect, 
provided discrimination is used in making the 
choice. International broadcasts, as possibly 
no other medium, will bring peoples together. 
The novelty of receiving sounds cast across the 
ocean will not soon wear off. To the large 
audience which such programs are sure to com- 
mand the matter that comes through the air 
will be more spontaneous, more human, less 
subject to censorship and control, than that 
which might be disseminated through any 
other medium. The mass of the people will 
be reached, rather than the small minority 
which might otherwise attempt to inform it- 
self upon extranational characteristics and 
teelings. Bring peoples together, and interna- 
tional disagreements will be far less frequent. 


NEW AIRPLANE DEVICE. 


Only nineteen hours after it had been re- 
leased from the factory as a finished product, 
a Ford plane, designed by William B. Stout, 
was flown by him from Detroit to a New York 
landing field. The feat was all the more re- 
markable in that various difficulties were en- 
countered along the way. The latter part of 
the trip was made in a driving rain, and the 
landing was made on soggy ground. At Buf- 
falo, scheduled as a stop, the field was found 
unlighted through a misunderstanding, but the 
plane was landed safely in total darkness. 

Early in the week, a device was demon- 
strated at a Pennsylvania flying field, which 
actuated only by the vibrations of an airplane 
motor 1,000 feet in the air, automatically threw 
a switch which turned on all the field lighting 
equipment. The ear of the mechanism was a 
loud speaker which, working in reverse orde:, 
receiving rather than transmitting impulses, 
picked up the sound of the approaching plane 
and transformed it through a series of relays 
into the power necessary to throw the switch. 
Had the Buffalo field been equipped with such 
a device, the pilot of the Ford plane would not 
have had to take the risks attending a “‘blind”’ 
descent. 

The automatic switch undoubtedly will be 
of great value in the airport development pro- 
gram now sweeping the country. Large fields, 


in populous centers, will have small need of 


such a device. Upon small fields, however, in 
which night landings are not frequent, and 
particularly emergeacy landing places, such 
equipment would be invaluable. When the de- 
vice is perfected to the point where it will 
never fail to function upon the approach of 
a plane, blind landings will become things cf 
the past, thereby doing away with the neces- 
sity for keeping a land force on duty during 
the entire 24 hours, and avoiding the waste of 
power necessary to keep powerful flood lights 
burning throughout the hours of darkness.

A Suicide Highway. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: In 
the interest of humanity, it occurs to 
me that you might be interested in giv- 
ing further publicity to the “Suicide 
Lane,” Defense Hignway. 

As you will remember on Sunday, 
August 14, we had a very heavy raine 
atorm and I came over the Defense 
Highway from Annapolis to Washington 
about 6 o’clock in the evening and saw 
five cars wrecked, and I don’t believe 
that in any instance it was due to care- 
less driving, but due 100 per cent to 
the narrowness of the road and to im- 
proper sidings. As a matter of fact, the 
| sidings are causing all of the accidents. 
It is almost impossible not to go off the 
| siding an inch or two in allowing other 
cars to pass and when this is done it 
|makes-a drop of an inch or two and 
| throws the front end of the car diag- 
| Onally cross the road. If the rear end 
' drops, or if the front end drops, then 
| its natural course is to go to the right 
| into the ditch. 
| On that Sunday, within a mile’s dis- 
| tance of each other, just about half- 
|way between Annapolis and Washing- 
| ton, I saw a Sherwood Forest bus turn 
| over. I saw a Chevrolet skid, throwing 
‘its front end into a Cadillac coming 
| the opposite direction, bouncing the 
Chevrolet off the road and into the 
ditch, laying like a dead beetle. Just 
a short distance further I saw a Chev- 
rolet coupe whose rear end had swung 
off the highway, throwing its front end 
| diagonally across the road, and in the 
twinkling of an eye had shot across the 
road and leaped into space. A short 
distance further I saw a very large 
Chrysler sedan or a Straight Eight 
Packard whose rear end in passing & 
car had slipped off the coping, throwing 
it diagonally across the road, Jumping 
out into space and landed amid tree 
stumps. 

In the fifteen trips that I have made 
over this highway during the month of 
August I have seen one complete wreck 
every day, due solely to the improper 
sidings, and I believe that your paper 
could do a great deal of good toward 
having this road widened, as in its 
present condition it is a distinct blot 
on the good, clean reputation of the 
State of Maryland, and with full 
knowledge of that, the State officials 
are daily sending to destruction visitors 
from other parts of the country as well 
as the residents, causing untold loss in 


property damage, with many serious in- 
juries as well as fatalities.

Now 
the price of inland postage is to be 
raised, and. the penny stamp will go 
out of use in favor of a new value. 
The Conservatives wanted Frederick’s 
head transferred to the new stamp, but 
the government was not for taking the 
ris. of paying Old Fritz a second com- 
pliment, and the board has decided 
that the honor shall fall to Beethoven. 
And so there will be no stamp crisis, at 


least until postage rates change

POLICE HEAD ARRESTED 


Member of Prominent Family 
in Georgia Shot While in 
Auto With Bride. 


RETURNING FROM TRIP 


Jessup, Ga. Aug. 24 (A-P.).—Con- 
flicting statemente as to whether 
Earnest Dyal, prominent young McRae 
man, was armed when he was shot to 
death, marked today’s development in 
the investigation of the fatal shooting. 

Dyal and his bride, the former Ruth 
Finlayson, of Cheraw, 8S. C., were re- 
turning to their home last night from 


a seaside holiday when the young man 
was slain by W. B. Aycock, chief of 
the Wayne County Police, on a high- 
way sveral. miles south of here. 

Aycock, who is in jail on a murder 
charge pending a preliminary hearing, 
claimed that he had shot Dyal in self- 
defense. He turned over to Sheriff J. 
O. Mattox’ a pistol he said the victim 
had flourished when accosted. His 
story was corroborated by J. W. Kemp, 
special agent. of the Atlantic Coast 
Line Railroad, who was with Aycock at 
the time.

And this attitude comes after a first- 
hand study of the situation. 

Broadening of the powers of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission in or- 
der that it may be more successful in 
effecting railroad consolidations will 
likely be a part of the President's 
message. He is strongly in favor of 
consolidations where the public inter- 
est will be served and is understood as 
greatly disappointed over voluntary 
merger efforts so far.

On the matter of relief the President 
will generally follow the recommenda- 
tion of Secretary of Commerce Hoover, 
except, in the matter of the Federal 
Government meeting the interst and 
amortization payments on locally con- 
trolled levees...

FACTS ON PARESIS. 
W. A. WRITES: Is there a cure 

MI for paresis? Kindly publish 

® an article on this dreadful 
disease of men and women, giving in- 
dications and treatment. 
REPLY. 

I have three letters in the same mail 
asking for an article on paresis. L. H. 
and Mrs. C. S. may regard this as 
an answer to their letters. Yours is 
the briefest and, therefore, it is selected. 

Paresis is the name used for a form 
of insanity which is due to syphilis. 
Although in some cases of paresis it is 
not possible to establish proof that 
there was ever a syphilitic infection, 
no cause for paresis other than syphilis 
has been established. 

The name “paresis” is not a good 
one. It carries the idea of paralysis. 
The word is derived from a word mean- 
ing “weakness,” but the general as- 
soctations of our time relate to par- 
alysis. The person with paresis is not 
paralyzed. In fact, he does not develop 
marked muscle weakness until late in 
the disease. The term is all right for 
the specialist in insanity and even for 
an alert family physician, but for the 
family and friends it is misleading. 

The first symptom of paresis which 
the business associates and family 
noticgs is generally a loss of judgment. 
The man hitherto of good judgment 
is guilty of very poor judgment. The 
break in judgment is very apt to re- 
late to figures and especially to 
mon¢éy. “Money and Mathematics” is 
the combined field of many break- 
downs in judgment. The individual 
is very apt to become fearless and de- 
void of caution. His errors belong in 
the field of delusions of grandeur. He 
is a dangerous man for any position 
of responsibility. Some cases, on the 
other hand, begin with a change of 
personality toward the side of despond- 
ency. 

Fortunately, persons with general 
paresis are not dangerous with any 
way except to business and responsi- 
ot gspi They are happy and harm- 
ess. 

The length of time the disturbance 
lasts is generally given as four to six 
years, but of course there are many 
exceptions in both directions. 

The malarial treatment, followed by 
tryparsemid, or some similar prepara- 
tion, is giving very good results. A 
considerable portion of those who take 
this treatment are able to return to 
their homes, and. to go back to work. 
They fit into the social life of ‘the 
community and of the home reason- 
ably well and they work satisfactorily 
so long as they are kept at jobs which 
do not depend much on judgment and 
ability to figure. However, it is not 
possible to say whether any of them 
have been cured in the sense that no 
evidence of the disease remained and 
that there will be no relapse. 

Kraepelin says paresis follows about 
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ten to twenty years after the primasy 
infection with syphilis. 

The Illinois Health Department clas- 
sifies general paresis as a class B 
syphilitic disease, meaning thereby that 
though it is caused by syphilis, it is 
not infective. Thé person with general 
paresis can not infect any one with 
syphilis. 


SECOND TEETH BEHIND TIME. 


M. H. L. writes: Seven months have 
elapsed since my little boy’s two front 
upper teeth dropped out, and still there 
is no sign of the second teeth appear- 
ing. He is 7% years old and unusually 
robust and healthy. Would lime water 
be of assistance in hurrying up these 
teeth, -~d in what quantities and how 
should I give it to him? 

REPLY. 

A diet that is rich in milk and ce- 
reals would be just as likely to help, 
or more so. There are reports in medi- 
cal journals of cases of delayed teeth- 
ing in which a small daily dose of thy- 
roid has started the ball. You should 
talk with your physician about this. 
Thyroid is rather too powerful to take 
chances with except under guidance. 


DRINK MORE BUTTERMILK. 

T. S. R. writes: Is buttermilk good to 
drink for one who has rheumatism? I 
drink a quart a week. 

REPLY. 

Yes. While it is in no sehse a spe- 
cific, it is a good wholesome food and 
that you need. 

Why drink so little? 

I once had a patient who took a large 


jug of buttermilk to the field with him 
every day, and drank it.

New York, Aug. 24—Although the | 
stock market was highly irreguiar at 
times today, prices were generally | 
higher at the close, the net gains ex- | 
tending to 6 points and covering 4a) 

wide list of representative issues. Not | 
only were some of the recent laggards | 
brought into line, but many of the 
leaders in the final hour made an im- 
pressive showing, General Motors and 
several others being twirled into new 
high ground. The market was active 
throughout the session, the turnover 
again being well over the 2,000,000 
share mark. 

There was very little news likely to 
have a béaring on the market, easy 
money continuing to hold its place 
as the most bullish factor. None of| 
the rates was changed, call money still 
lending at 31, per cent, but the out- 
side supply of funds at 3% per cent 
was the largest of the week and the 
tone of the whole credit market was 
easier. 

Some analysts were inclined to give 
the car loading figures for the week 
ending August 13, credit for the new 
buying power, but it is doubtful if 
these figures, which showed an in- 
crease over the previous week, but a 
decline from the corresponding week 
of the same period of 1926, had more 
than a mild influence on market sen- 
timent. 

The recovery in stocks has been 
rather sharp, and some profit taking 
developed on the theory that the tech- 
nical position was becoming dangerous- 
ly weak. However, the leading issues 
were well supported and usually turned 
upward after each’ selling onslaught. 
More than a score stocks made new 
highs for the year, the list including 
Baldwin, American Machine Foundry, 
General Motors, Durham Hosiery, 
Electric Power and Light, Postum, 
Pressed Steel Car, McCrory preferred, 
Packard, Pullman new, Gotham Hos- 
ley new, Utah Copper, Vulcan Detin- 
ning, American Steel Foundry, Bethle- 
hem Steel, Brown Shoe, Childs Com- 
pany, Chrysler, du Pont, Common- 
wealth Power, Electric Autolite, Engi- 
neering Public Service, Great Western 
Sugar, 8. H. Kress, Mackey, Midland 
Steel prior preferred, Nash Motors, 
Nevada Consolidated, Sears Roebuck, 
U. S. Realty, Wright Aero and others. 

United States Steel touched its 
previous high in active early trading, 
then eased off to close almost a point 
below yesterday's last prices. The in- 
dependent steels for the most part 
closed in the minus column. Little 
change in the steel situation was noted 
by the weekly trade reviews. It looks 
as though August output would be 
about on a par with July. Buying is 
Steady but the expected increase in 
demand has not materialized. 

Railroad stocks figured to a consid- 
erable extent in the early market today 
but later took a back seat when aggres- 
sive buying appeared among the indus- 
trials. Delaware & Hudson, Atchison, 
Rock Island, Southern Railway, South- 
ern Pacific, Nickel Plate, Chesapeake & 
Ohio, Illinois Central and a few others 
scored moderate gains on the day. Only 
the regular dividends were declared at 
the meeting of the Rock Island board 
and announcement was made of a $40,- 
000,000 bond issue which had been fore- 
cast a few days ago. Coincident with 
the news the stock rallied sharply, but 
later lost much of its gain. 

After merely holding its own for some 
time, General Motors seemed to have 
overcome oppgsition..and in the last 
hour moved, up, -briskly,for a net gain 
of 45-8 points, closing at 239, a new 
high for all time. Other motors were 
strong. 

Other groups which made good show- 
ings were the utilities, tobacco, copper, 
sulphur and sugar shares. Texas Land 
Trust old was 175 points higher on a 
turnover of ten shares. 

Strength in Baldwin developed coin- 
cident with the report that representa- 
tives of the Cutten and Fisher interests 
would be .placed on the board at a 
meeting tomorrow. 

There was no specific development 
to explain the strength in Nash and 
Mack Truck stock, but the buying was 
reported to have emanated largely 
from the direction of Boston and was 
said to be for so-called “insiders.” 

Traders looked with more favor on 
the sugar stocks as an outcome of the 
improvement which has taken place in 
the raw market in the last few days. 
Heavy demand for Packard Motor made 
that stock the feature of the low priced 
automobile group, carrying it to new 
high levels. Frequently this company 
has been mentioned as involved in 
merger wfth other companies, but 
such rumors apparently have lacked 
foundation. But the story today was 
that Packard probably would benefit 
in no small way from the determina- 
tion of the administration to build up 
the country’s military and naval air 
service. This influence also was in- 
strumental in sending Wright Aero- 
plane stock up for a gain of 6 points 
net. 

There were no important changes in 
the principal European currencies to- 
day and trading was rather light. 
Sterling, francs, lire, Swiss and Ger- 
man currency were firm but virtually 
unchanged. Canadian and the Latin- 
American units were strong. An ad- 
vance in rupees to 36.25 cents was an 
interesting incident in view of the 
fact that the rate has been unchanged 
at 36.18 for several weeks. Japanese 
yen was unchanged and Chinese cur- 
rencies slipped off slightly. a

Yesterday at the expiration of the 
ten-day period, the request, forwarded 
by the District Commissioners, was 
granted by the Buildings and Parks 
Office. 

“In view of the fact that the plans 
contemplate the erection of this pool 
on school property in which the Board 
of Education and the District Com- 
missioners have a direct and lively in- 
terest, the Commissioners feel that full 
opportunity should be given to the 
Board of Education to make its views 
and wishes known to the Fine Arts 
Commission and prepare arguments for 
a change of the plans. 

“The Commissioners of the District 
of Columbia, therefore, indorse the re- 
quest of the Board of Education that 
action on the matter be deferred until 
after the meeting of the Fine Arts 
Commission on September: 15.”

126,121, FEET OF. MAINS 
PLACED DURING PERIOD 


System: Throughout City Now 
Comprises 753 Miles 
of Pipe. 


Washington’s water service cost 30 
cents less per million gallons pumped 
into the mains during the fiscal year 
ended June 30 than in the two years 
preceding. The cost per million gal- 
lons was $8.20. This was stated in the 
annual report of J. 5S. Garland, super- 
intendent of the District Water De- 
partment, filed with the Commissioners 
yesterday. 

Total consumption of water for the 
year was 14,822,468,784 gallons, 500,000,- 
000 gallons more than in the fiscal year 
1926. The daily average was 68,821,- 
450 gallons, or 137 gallons per. capita 
each day. This imcludes water for 
drinking, fire fighting and all domestic 
and industrial purposes. 

There were 126,121° feet, or 23.68 
miles, of water mains laid during the 
twelve months, an increase of half a 
mile over the preceding year. Wash- 
ington’s water system now comprises 
753.77 miles of maing. The report said: 

“The first high-water service of Ana- 
costia was extended to include areas 
along Deane avenue northeast and ad- 
jacent streets to the District line. This 
was made possible by laying a 16-inch 
water main in Kenilworth avenue from 
Benning road to the viaduct at Deane 
avenue, which enables a separation of 
the gravity and first high. Anacostia 
services at this point, leaying Kenil- 
worth and immediate territory on the 
gravity service. Higher areas are not 


supplied both for fire protection and 
domestic use.” 


Many Mains Are Laid. 


Concerning the laying of other 
mains, the report contained the follow- 
ing comment: 

‘A 16-inch main was laid in Six- 

teenth street northwest, from Euclid to 
Meridian streets; Euclid street from 
Sixteenth street to Columbia road; Co- 
lumbia road from Seventeenth to 
Eighteenth street, a total distance of 
5,442 feet. The completion of this main 
insures to a section built up with large 
apartment buildings, large churches 
and residences, a much needed rein- 
forcement for both domestic service 
and fire protection. Heretofore 12-inch 
mains have supplied this large territory. 
They now are connected with the new 
main. 
' “A 16-inch trunk main was laid in 
H street from Eighth to Thirteenth 
streets northwest, a total distance of 
1,780 feet. This completes a trunk 
main begun last year at Sixth and I 
streets northwest, where a connection 
was made off a 48-inch trunk line main 
in Sixth street. All fire hydrants and 
service mains were connected directly 
to this trunk main through its entire 
length, thereby providing a much need- 
ed reinforcement for both fire and do- 
mestic service to a large portion of the 
business section of the city. 


Many 16-inch Mains. 


“Projects originating in the Water 
Department aggregating 18,141 linear 
feet of 16-inch mains were laid as 
follows: 

“Sheridan street east of Fifth street 
northwest. This main will shortly be 
extended south in North Dakota ave- 
nue to connect to the present dead end 
of 16-inch main in North Capitol 
street, thus forming a trunk line loop 
to serve a rapidly growing section of 
the city. 
~ “Otis street between Fifteenth and 
Twentieth streets northeast. This main 
serves both as a trunk and service 
main. 

“Concord avenue between Fourth and 
Fifth - streets northwest. This main 
is a portion of a connecting line be- 
tween Georgia avenue and North Capi- 
tol street and will act as a trunk and 
service main through a residential sec- 
tion. 

“Firth Sterling avenue from Howard 

road to Stevens avenue southeast. Boll- 
ing Field will be better protected 
against fire by the laying of this main, 
which will also act as a feeder for 
smaller mains. 
“In several streets in Georgetown old 
4-inch mains have been replaced by 
8-inch and 12-inch mains for the bet- 
terment of the service as well es to 
assure a sufficient supply for fire pro- 
tection and domestic service.”
